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President’s Annual Report 


To the Officers, Trustees and 
Delegates assembled in the 88th 
Annual Convention, Chicago, 
Illinois, October 7-10, 1980, 


Greetings: 


A touch of history is 
manifested as we gather here for 
this convention. The National 
Spiritualist Association was born 
in this city 87 years ago. We can 
be proud of our organization so 
rich in history and heritage. 

The development of 
Spiritualism and the N.S.A.C. 
over the past 132 years can be 
divided into two parts - or 
distinct periods. The first period 
was the last half of the 19th 
century when the foundation 
stones were laid by 
manifestations and forerunners 
such as Andrew Jackson Davis. 
The second period blossomed 
forth during the first half of the 
20th century when the structure 
of the organized movement was 
furnished. 

Home circles thrived and 
mediums sprang up like 
mushrooms. The urging of the 
spirit forces for an organized 
movement could have found no 
better time than during the 
World’s Fair and the World 
Parliament of Religions. The year 
1893 was an outstanding time 
for the inception of the N.S.A.C. 

Among important matters 
proposed was the protection and 
defense of mediums - provisions 
for the aged and indigent 
Spiritualists - and headquarters 
for the organization. 

Progress has been evidenced 
in the protection of mediums 
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Joseph H. Merrill, president ` 


and ministers. Legislation in 
various states has been amended 
to recognize ‘‘accredited 
representatives of a bona fide 
religion.” 

Recently in the state of 
Connecticut an effort was made 
by an independent group to 
repeal Connecticut’s General 
Statutes providing for the right 
of Spiritualists to practice their 
faith. The Connecticut State 
Spiritualist Association, as well 
as the N.S.A.C. joined the 
independent Spiritualists and 
entered objection to changing 
the statute. The attempted repeal 
was unsuccessful. 

Of course it is important to 
remember that a medium must 
be an accredited representative 
of the bona fide religion of 
Spiritualism to come under the 
banner of protection. 
Non-certified mediums do not 
come under this category and

These forms 
could record the visits to a 
physician - the results of the 
treatments - the number of visits 
to a Spiritualist healer and the 
results of such visits. This would 
aid in furnishing documentation 
to those agencies interested in 
researching ‘‘unconventional 
healing.” 

This past year we were 
approached by The Center for 
Integral Medicine for factual 
information by individuals on 
non-traditional treatment 
techniques or “non-traditional 
therapeutic modalities used for 
treating medical and/or 
psychological problems in human 
patients.” We could contribute 
to this research venture if we 
have such documentation as 
suggested. 

A revision of the 
questionnaires used in 
examinations has been 
accomplished. In the spirit of 
uniformity, State Associations as 
well as direct chartered churches 
will use the same questionnaires 
for examinations. 

A suggestion proposed at the 
recent Lyceum Conference by 
the Superintendent June Killmer, 
has merit and could be a policy 
or a requirement of all N.S.A.C. 
Churches. The idea is that of 
having an instruction class for 
prospective members of a 
Spiritualist Church. Some may 
say, “We already have one in our 
church.” That’s great for you but 
many of our churches do not. We 
realize that there are individual 
church leaders who may not be 
qualified by holding certificates. 
However, if any leader of a 
church uses the material 
suggested, namely The 
Spiritualist Manual; Colville’s 
Catechism; ABC of Spiritualism; 
Questions and Answers by 


Arthur A. Myers; The Lyceum 
Manual and Peggy Barnes’ books, 
a solid indoctrination into 
Spiritualism will have been 
accomplished. 

In the evolution of mankind 
and Spirit moving throughout 
the world, mediumship is 
following early predictions that 
Spiritualism would progress from 
the physical stage to the mental 
stage. Since everyone is psychic 
to a degree, people are becoming 
more and more aware of 
Parapsychology, ESP, Eckenkar, 
Scientology and other new 
thoughts. This awareness now 
presents a new element of danger 
especially with the newer and 
younger mediums. Some 
messages convey psychic 
impressions rather than proof of 
the continuity of life. The 
mission of the Spiritualist 
medium is to offer proof of 
communication between the two 
realms of life. Basic teachings of 
Spiritualism are being infiltrated 
through ignorance or 
complacency. Hyphenated 
Spiritualism appears to be 
moving in. This along with 
unproven theories, pollute the 
teachings of Spiritualism. The 
direction in which Spiritualism 
will move in the future depends 
on those of you who are now in 
a position of leadership. Teach 
those who come for curiosity or 
to seek knowledge that 
Spiritualism is a scientific, 
philosophical religion based on 
the demonstrated fact of 
mediumship. 

Let us face the morrow with 
a re-dedication of the ideals of 
the Spirit and with the courage 
to face the problems that lie 
ahead. Make the dedication that 
“I can, because | ought, and by 
God's help, | will.”

Drive by 29 East Toledo 
Street at 6 a.m., and you may see 
a trim, agile man tending his 
flowers with the zest of a florist. 
Known by his neighbors and 
friends as “Bill,” Rev. Frederick 
William Hutchinson is the 
minister of the First Spiritualist 
Church, 1414 East Ninth Street, 
Duluth, Minnesota. To any eager 
to learn, he would promote 
understanding throughout his 
patient guidance and counsel. 

On October 10, 1980, Rev. 
Hutchinson will be a guest 
speaker at the 88th Annual 
Convention of the N.S.A.C. held 
at the Palmer House, Chicago. 
His topic is ‘‘Spiritualism's Aim.” 

Born in Nottingham, 
England, July 23, 1910, Rev. 
Hutchinson. was raised and 
schooled in Canada. For 6 years, 
beginning in 1938, he was a 
student in the classes of the Rev. 
Walter Holder, Victoria, B.C. 

Upon earning his N.S.T. 
Diploma in 1943 and being 
ordained a minister in 1944, he 
served for one year as a Canadian 
missionary in 1945 and two 
years as Provincial President for 
British Columbia in 1946 and 
1947. 

Following an 11-month tour 
of the United States in 1948, 
Rev. Hutchinson became pastor 
of the Second Spiritualist 
Church, Dallas, Texas, where he 
again was ordained in 1949. 
Meanwhile, the elderly minister 
of Duluth’s First Spiritualist 
Church, Rev. Bessie Magnuson, 
became ill and a successor was 
being considered. It was a 
synchronistic occurrence that a 
spirit message should urge 
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“There is a younger man,” and 
Rev. Hutchinson was called to 
Duluth on the day that he had 
resigned in Dallas. 

One of Rev. Hutchinson’s 
goals upon coming to Duluth, 
February 1, 1950, was to move 
his congregation from its 
basement facility into a new 
church. Through the manual 
labor of this new pastor and his 
parishioners, the dream was 
realized October 13, 1963. The 
Duluth church was chartered as 
an auxiliary of the N.S.A.C. in 
1913. On May 25, 1980, in 
recognition of his 30 years of 
service, the congregation 
honored him with a testimonial 
dinner. 

Affability, sincerity, and 
service have given Rev. 
Hutchinson a recognition that he 
has not sought. In addition to his 
trance mediumship and psychic 
clairvoyance, he also is 
recognized nationally as a healer, 
augmenting medical techniques 
through faith during his daily 8 
a.m. meditation period. He was a 
message minister at the N.S.A.C.

But in this 
mental analysis she felt the very 
deep mental torture and pain of 
the old mother cat as her kittens 
were destroyed. Proving to us 
that we do not realize the 
immense importance of so many 
of our acts and the distress they 
cause. We go through conditions 
of this type many times as we 
review our lives. Proving also that 
all things are recorded in thought 
forms in etherial waves. As this 
happened to this woman in an 
ether coma - we experience these 
sensations even more fully in the 
astral experience.

The forties saw a quiet revolt. Church members began 
to question the words of their priests, who in turn sought 
greater freedom to provide more relevancy to the world’s 
problems. No subject was considered taboo, Questions were 
raised about the Bible, the Church, God, Jesus, Heaven and 
Hell. 

The Church was under seige. Religious dissidents 
expected, even demanded solid relationships for statements 
voiced by the Church. The dictates of a council, any 
council, orthodox or Catholic, Judaic or Islamic, fell on 
increasing numbers of deaf ears. 

Rev. Grimshaw foresaw this situation and in one of his 
last writings attempted to meet the challenge imposed. 


Tens of thousands of members or ex-members 
of orthodox Christian churches are drifting closer 
to Spiritualism. From them come a steady 
bombardment of questions. 

What does your church believe concerning God? 
Does it regard the Bible as the expressed truth 
about Jesus? 

In what regard does your church hold the Bible? 
Does it accept vicarious atonement? 

Is the concerpt of a hell recognized and taught? 

The folks asking these questions were and are 
anxious. to avail themselves of the consolation 
which Spiritualism offers. Although they seek and 
smile at the responses received, they remain cold 
and indifferent to completely discarding old 
teaching and trading off their childhood church of 
record for the peace of mind which came with the 
answers. 

A Detroit preacher once told me that he was 
having independent voices in his home, that the 
spirits were talking to him and his wife through a 
trumpet. He said, “lI want to know how | can make 
this thing fit in with my Methodism.” My reply 
failed to relieve the stress he was obviously under: 
“Brother, it won’t fit. Spiritualists are confronted 
with the task of deciding to compromise with our 
orthodox friends and lead them to believe they can 
be Spiritualists and Christians at one and the same 
time. However, there ought to be just one answer 
and that is to tell the truth, free of any dilution.” 


The Character of Jesus

We talk about Spiritualism dying out because 
the cream of our workers have left this expression 
of life.

The Link — Physical and Spiritual Aura

At birth each soul receives the breath of God, 
the touch, which throughout its lifetime will 
absorb and reflect a particular individuality. The 
aura. It bears those distinct but unique 
characteristics across the greatest dimension of life, 
the transition from the physical to the spirit 
rebirth. 

And what a lifetime! The radiant spark carried 
the seed of everlasting life and implanted the germ 
of eternity, which when flung free of physical 
bounds breathes anew again. The shadow of death 
causes us to tremble in fear and cling to the last 
remaining threads of life, however fragile. 
Somehow, the physical life of our bodies, is taken 
as different in the fundamental life and death 
struggle evidenced daily in the unfoldment of 
nature. Essentially, though the very same factors 
could rest side-by-side in comparable columns. Too 
often we elevate ourselves above nature because we 
are destined to eventually control all that happens. 
We are but seeds evolving, as is the rest of nature. 

From the seed comes the flower. It expresses 
every quality and physical fact common to its 
breed and yet under the close eye of the 
microscope its individuality, its uniqueness, 
unfolds. Its kind will produce seeds to bring forth 
more. The soil in one part of the country will alter 
it. Temperature from one part will add another 
small change. There are different kinds of 
sunflowers and each general class stands unique. 
More so. Each flower of each kind differs ever so 
small. The length of the stem, the size of the 
petals, the weight of the pollen or the captivating 
aroma that entices bees and birds will differ. Just 
as every hair on your human head is different, yet 
of the same general class. 

The sweet liquor that rises on the currents of 
air envelops each plant. Man and his aura are 
partners with the flower, for he, too, shares 
another body - the aura. It, too, is a product of its 
growth and conditioning. 

To the human eye it is often aloof, caught ina 
fleeting glimpse in the extreme corner of the eye 
where shadows, light and darkness roll about 
together. A few sensitives are born with sight of 
this remarkable gift from our heavenly Creator. 
But they too see only that which their particular 
development allows. Some see only bare outlines 
of human form moving about. Distinct enough to 
form a woman, man or child. Others pierce the

Hospital x-rays 
showed severe brain damage as he had nine gashes 
across his head, a broken collar bone, arm, and

“Timely Reflections”

Fellow Spiritualists: 


Andrew Jackson 
Davis was a reformer of 
his day. It disturbed him 
to see the old religious 
methods of memorizing 
catechism. Much of this 
still happens today. 
Ministers and priests talk 
to me of their concern over wayward youth, whom 
they insist, “had a good religious education,” yet 
went afoul of man made law - not to mention a 
higher law. 

Just how deep does a good spiritual education 
have to reach to be effective? Does it only cater to 
the dogma and ritual, and remind us of the 
doorway of confession? Does it ever confront the 
youth with the necessity of personal responsibility 
- in thought, word and action - to repect the 
property, rights and life of adults and peers? 

Many of the churches in large cities no longer 
dare to leave their churches open during the 
weekdays, for fear of theft and vandalism. An even 
greater crime is the habitual use of drugs by youth 
in grammar, junior high and senior high schools. 

In our recently opened spiritual counselling 
and meditation center, several parents have come 
seeking help, as well as some of the young people 
themselves. A few realize that they are getting in 
too deep, but admit it is difficult to disregard their 
peers who urge them to try LSD, cocaine, 
amphetamines, etc. Some get into these habits, 

“just for kicks’, or a new “high sensation.” Some 
sincerely think they are having a genuine spiritual 
experience. © 

| believe fervently in the good, innate, inherent 
qualities of our young people. Many of them have 
formed a counter organization called Teen 
Challenge which does counselling within the same 
age groups. In many cases they have been 
successful. In some cases they have been able to 
turn the youth's thinking into religious concepts. 
Many are completely sincere in their desire to 
emulate Jesus for his spiritual life and example, 
while others seem radical. 

| fancy if Andrew Jackson Davis were on the 
earth plane today, he would be right in the middle 
of this problem to help youth, society and the 
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future spiritual leadership of the world ane 
Spiritualism. Just as he started the Band of Mera 
against cruelty to animals, so today he would 
those scientific groups who have found from ac 
research, the great harm done to the wonde 
bodies God and nature have given us. Harm done 
through the misuse of alcohol and drugs, is ne 
only contrary to religious teachings and the 
Jesus, but very obviously also contrary to nature 
laws. 

Rather than preaching to youth, we shoulg 
teach them how harmful these stimulants are ane 
how they can enslave the mind and nervous system 
to ruination.

- The contrast is real and occurs daily. In all 
ability the lad would have received the 
les whether he had sought divine assistance or 
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not. The national leader had served the necessary 
tenure and was due his earned grace. The choice to 
help the boy and remove the native son could just 
as easily have been more complex. We have no way 
of fathoming the mind of the Infinite or the logic 
that decrees that a nation must learn to stand upon 
its own feet rather than those of a few. These 
conditions, however, represent mere contrasts, 
nothing more. 

A prayer represents a petition placed before a 
person or being presumed to be in a position to 
grant or reward the request. Prayer is not often a 
plea to God! The rendered request may reach His 
attention, but when offered it was probably 
directed to a far lesser being. The why to this is 
apparent when you consider how much easier it is 
to talk to your father or grandmother. They listen 
to you. They seem concerned about your needs 
and hopes. When they depart that same interest 
will remain to some degree. So, now isn’t it equally 
understandable to see why a young mother might 
turn her words to the Mother Mary, a mother 
herself she would better understand a woman's 
needs and love. The Russian devout pray to Saint 
Sergius. In Italy to Saint Anthony. Americans, a 
blend of the world's greatest melting pot of 
nationalities appeal to a full and varied number of 
spiritual beings. Some of us even offer love to the 
elements of nature in hope of a good harvest or 
safe passage. In fact, it is not uncommon for racing 
yachtsmen to make sacrifice to Aeolus, the god of 
the wind, and to Poseidon, the god of the seas. 
Such offerings are not necessarily made by refugees 
of a foreign land. Often they are by businessmen 
off on a sailing holiday. The act is not one of 
appeasement or insurance, in case! True, some will 
do it in jest, but more often it is done by serious 
businessmen. In all religions, appeals are directed 
to those entities which may be in a better position 
to render the necessary aid. 

Material wants and needs comprise of the 
dispatched communication sent forth. Who would 
feel comfortable in asking God to help him 
convince the boss to grant a raise? Few indeed! It 
is equally true that Spiritualists, aware of their 
guides and teachers seek this added source of 
personal delivery of a petition concerning material 
wants. And why not. The spirit band which offers 
its love and binds itself to you will gladly appeal to 
those higher in the realms of spirit in seeking 
assistance on your behalf. 

The act of prayer is in itself a religious gesture.

To regard it otherwise mars the significance 
afforded. While rigid and formal laws do not exist 
which can be printed in quantity and distributed to 
all, basic guidelines have, over years of practice, 
emerged which suggest definite do’s and don’t’s. A 
child, for example, may speak of childish things. 
An adult, though, may not and expect a sincere 
reply. In a true sense, prayers must be offered in 
their proper perspective. 

The very nature of the prayer should be 
weighed. A request which obviously benefits one in 
the granting at the expense of another will 
encounter obstacles. The greater the obstacle the 
less likelihood that the request will materialize. An 
individual who has earned an opportunity, whether 
by the right of birth or hours of applied study, can 
cast his bread upon the waters and accept the roll 
of the dice or choose to benefit accordingly. 
Another not entitled must offer more than the 
desire to be held in the same regard. 

All voices spoken in the name of God are 
heard. They ride the currents of life and are 
amplified accordingly to the lack of selfishness and 
worth. This is how one little boy or girl can reach 
the heart of God and others filled with hate, lust, 
greed, though many in number, diminish long 
before exiting the first spiritual spheres. 

A prayer must be felt, believed and left to be 
channelled unto the hands of those best qualified 
to judge and grant the request. Hence, the 
expressions, So mote it be; unto thee I commend 
my spirit; thy will be done. A man of insincere 
character can attract the attention of a spiritual 
patron if his plea be genuine. 

A prayer is first and foremost the payment of 
tribute. It is a tribute of respect and trust. But 
since this prayer will be weighed by an entity 
perhaps totally oblivious to our needs or daily 
concerns, it must of itself be all things deemed 
valuable by the listener. The words must pour from 
the heart and mind as well as the lips. Each word 
spoken will be colored according to the truth felt 
in the heart. Each word will bear the certain degree 
of significance, for or against the actual granting. A 
comparable situation is found among some of the 
old television talent scout shows, where the 
response of the audience determines success. A 
prayer must be fair and just in every way. The 
prayer must be accompanied by mental and 
physical action which clearly establishes that the 
desire behind the petition was not of momentary 
consideration. A sincere effort, in other words, 
must follow. This may be as simple as taking the 
necessary courses to earn a doctorate in school. It 
could be a job. When a material request is accepted 
a partnership is formed. The spirit helper who 
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intercedes will expect his new partner to perfor, i 
his part. The degree of the effort will be matched j 
A mortal petitioning his God is not expected to g do 
what the body cannot, but some sacrifice in tim 
can be rendered. A prayer of one minute will 
register the value of one minute. But one minute 
every day adds up to precious consideration. Whe n 
a special time is agreed to by the petitioner, then 
regardless of the inconvenience, that same time 
should be given over to pray for this request. 

At no time can you disregard the definition of 
a prayer. It is the acknowledgment of a Superio 
Being and the offering or words rendered to tf 1a 
Being indicate the value and trust you have in His 
power. To pay tribute in jest, repeating phases 
which, in your brain, hold no measure of worth, 
will register as an insult to the very being you have 
called. He who prays, opens the last corridor of 
hope. Within this corridor lies knowledge beyond 
his understanding and somewhere along its path g 
being who may decide to assist in granting th 
request. It is wise to be humble when yot 
approach this last court of justice. God is all too 
often turned to as the last resort, the last chance. 
And perhaps this is also one of the reasons why He 
grants so few prayers. 

Should a brother you spoke to little in life 
come at the first call? And what of a God who has 
never been called?

History Remembers 


As the pages of the past 
accumulate, important events 
sometimes appear small and go 
unnoticed save for an entry in 
some diary. At the 93rd Annual 
Convention of the Connecticut 
State Spiritualist Association 
Heritage meeting, Francis D. 
Owens, association president, 
took the time to remember for 
all of us. TNS has chosen part of 
his presentation to serve all of its 
readers. 


Mere recording of facts, 
laborious and necessary though it 
may be, gives nothing but the 
flesh of history. Arrangement 
into chronological sequence 
affords some insight into its 
skeletal structure 

There are no written records 
showing where the first meeting 
was held for making the original 
agreement, preamble and 
resolution to the Connecticut 
State Spiritualist Association. 

The first group within the 
state association to hold 
meetings met -ina Willimantic, 
which started soon after the 
1848 Hydesville rappings were 
heard. Many of the C.S.S.A. 
board members were lawyers and 
business people with integrity 
and dedication. They represented 
the pillars of the C.S.S.A. which 
was organized March 31, 1887. 

On August 13, 1893, three 
separate meetings were held at 
the Niantic Camp Grounds to 
make plans for collecting money 
to send a delegate to the 
N.S.A.C. Chicago convention. 
“Solicitors” requested donations 
for a very worthy cause. During 
those meetings they raised 
$47.35. Mr. E. C. Bingham, 
President of the association, was 
elected to attend the convention

He 
paid all of his expenses and 
returned home with 34 cents! 
Bingham refunded this to the 
association and received a receipt 
marked, “‘convention refund.” 
At. the first €.S.S.A. 
convention, a ruling on 
membership was adopted. It 
read, “That any person may 
become a member of the society 
by subscribing their names to the 
preamble and resolutions. They 
will pay to the treasurer yearly in 
advance the sum of $1.00 or 50 
cents or 25 cents, whichever will 
be acceptable according to the 
ability or interest of any person 
joining the society.” Many were 
accepted and many rejected. 
There were no churches, 
societies or auxiliaries then, so 
everyone became a member of 
the Connecticut State Spiritualist 
Association. Many people from 
all over the state and adjoining 
states joined. Judge Edmonds 
from New York state became a 
famous man in the movement. 
Only one copy of the original 
Constitution and By-Laws 
remains. It is written on one 
piece of paper, size 4x8 inches. 
Over the years many changes 
have been made. Today every 
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member has been issued a neat 
printed set of By-Laws which 
also used by the churches.
